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Constitution 

of  the 

St.  Andrew’s  Golf  Club 


Section  1.  This  Club  shall  be  called  the  Article  I. 
St.  Andrew’s  Golf  Club,  of  Yonkers,  N.  Y.  Name. 

Sec.  1.  The  object  of  this  Club  shall  be  Article  II. 
to  provide  and  maintain  for  its  members  Object, 
proper  grounds  and  facilities  for  playing 
the  game  of  golf,  and  also  a Club  House 
for  their  accommodation. 

Sec.  1.  The  membership  of  the  Club  Article  III. 
shall  be  classified  as  Life,  Resident,  Member- 
Non-resident,  and  Junior.  ship- 

Sec.  2.  Only  men  who  shall  at  the  time  Resident, 
of  election  be  at  least  twenty-one  years 
of  age  shall  be  eligible  to  resident  mem- 
bership. The  resident  membership  of 
the  club  shall  be  limited  to  two  hundred 
and  fifty;  but  this  limitation  shall  not 
prevent  the  admission  to  resident  mem- 
bership of  any  Junior  member  when  he 
li 
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shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years. 

Sec.  3.  Applicants  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Club.  Nominations  shall  be 
in  writing,  and  shall  state  the  eligibility 
of  the  applicant  and  his  residence  and 
address.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the 
proposer  and  seconder,  and  delivered  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  4.  No  candidate  for  membership 
shall  be  elected  until  after  his  nomina- 
tion shall  have  been  posted  in  a conspic- 
uous place  in  the  Club  House  for  at  least 
ten  days. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
decide  by  ballot  whether  applicants  shall 
be  admitted  or  denied  admission  to  mem- 
bership; no  person  shall  become  a mem- 
ber, unless  he  shall  receive  the  affirma- 
tive vote  of  all  the  Governors  present  at 
the  meeting  at  which  his  nomination 
shall  be  considered,  nor  shall  any  candi- 
date become  a member  until  after  he 
shall  have  paid  his  entrance  fee  and  dues. 
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Sec.  6.  Rejected  candidates  for  mem- 
bership shall  not  be  again  balloted  for 
within  six  months  from  the  time  of  their 
rejection. 

Sec.  7.  A person  not  residing  nor  Non- 
having his  regular  place  of  business  Resident, 
within  fifty  miles  of  the  City  of  New 
York  may  be  admitted  to  non-resident 
membership.  The  Board  of  Governors 
shall  fix  the  terms  upon  which  applicants 
for  non-resident  membership  may  be  ad- 
mitted and  the  method  of  passing  upon 
their  application  for  membership,  and 
may  repeal  or  amend  the  same  from 
time  to  time. 

Sec.  8.  Non-resident  members  shall 
have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  res- 
ident members,  except  the  right  of  vot- 
ing at  Club  meetings. 

Sec.  9.  The  Junior  membership  shall  Junior, 
be  divided  into  two  classes:  Class  “A,” 
young  men  between  twenty-one  and 
thirty  years  of  age;  Class  “B,”  boys  not 
having  attained  their  majority.  They 
shall  have  such  rights  and  privileges  as 
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Article  IV.

the  Board  of  Governors  may  decide,  pro- 
vided that  they  shall  not  have  the  right 
of  voting  at  Club  meetings. 

Sec.  1.  The  control  and  management 
of  the  Club  and  of  its  affairs  and  prop- 
erty shall  be  intrusted  to  a Board  of  fif- 
teen of  its  members,  to  be  known  as  the 
Board  of  Governors.  The  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer 
and  Captain  shall  be  members  of  this 
Board.  Seven  members  of  the  Board 
shall  constitute  a quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Club  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Club.  They  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected.  The  ten  members  of 
the  Board  who  shall  not  be  officers,  and 
who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing held  in  1897,  shall  serve  as  follows: 
Five  of  them  shall  serve  for  two  years, 
and  five  for  one  year  succeeding  their 
election.  The  classification  of  the  Board 
to  be  elected  at  said  meeting  with  re- 
spect to  the  term  of  service  of  its 
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members  shall  be  determined  by  lot  at  the 
first  meeting  of  said  Board.  At  each  an- 
nual meeting  subsequent  to  that  of  1897, 
five  Governors  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
for  two  years. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a vacancy  in  any  Powers  of 
office  or  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  Board, 
of  Governors,  the  remaining  members  of 
the  Board  shall  fill  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
have  power  to  make  and  amend  by-laws 
or  rules  for  the  regulation  of  members 
in  their  use  of  the  Club;  for  the  admis- 
sion to  the  Club  of  persons  not  mem- 
bers, and  for  the  transaction  of  the  bus- 
iness of  the  Club. 

It  shall  have  power  to  fix  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  such  rules,  and  to  remit 
all  penalties  and  forfeiture  which  shall 
arise  under  this  Constitution  or  the 
Rules  by  reason  of  the  accidental  or 
unintentional  acts  or  omissions  of  mem- 
bers or  of  applicants  for  membership. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
have  power  to  expel  or  suspend  any 
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member,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board, 
by  a four-fifths  vote  of  the  Board  pres- 
ent, for  a violation  on  his  part  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Constitution  or  the 
Rules,  or  for  conduct  which,  though  it 
may  not  constitute  such  a violation, 
shall  be  improper  and  prejudicial  to  the 
interests  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  6.  Before  any  member  can  be 
expelled  or  suspended,  one  month’s  no- 
tice in  writing,  that  such  action  will  be 
considered  by  the  Board  of  Governors  at 
a time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  no- 
tice, together  with  a written  specifica- 
tion of  the  charge  against  him,  shall  be 
given  to  him  personally. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
have  power  to  create  committees  to  as- 
sist in  the  management  of  the  Club,  and 
to  define  their  powers  and  duties. 

In  selecting  the  members  of  these 
committees  it  shall  not  be  confined  to  its 
own  membership;  but  all  members  of 
the  Club  shall  be  eligible. 
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Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Governors  may 
offer  for  sale  and  sell  for  such  price  as  it 
may  approve  to  any  member  of  the  Club 
for  the  purpose  hereinafter  expressed, 
such  part  or  parts  of  the  real  estate  of 
the  Club  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  it  may  not  be  neces- 
sary or  advisable  to  use  as  a part  of  its 
golf  course;  and  in  case  such  sale  or 
sales  shall  be  made,  the  Club  shall  con- 
vey to  the  purchasers  a portion  of  its 
real  property  for  the  erection  thereupon 
of  a cottage  or  other  dwelling  house, 
with  suitable  outbuildings,  on  the  terms 
and  conditions  that  such  portion,  togeth- 
er with  the  buildings  thereon,  shall  be- 
long to  such  member,  and  on  his  death 
pass,  as  the  part  of  his  estate,  to  his 
heirs  or  devisees,  but  that  the  land 
whereupon  such  buildings  shall  be  erect- 
ed shall  be  inalienable  by  him  or  them, 
except  to  this  Club  or  a member  thereof ; 
and  that  such  member,  in  his  lifetime, 
or,  after  his  death,  his  heirs  or  devisees, 
may  convey  such  interest  in  said  prop- 
erty to  the  Club  or  to  a member  thereof, 
17 
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for  such  sum  as  may  be  mutually  agreed 
upon,  but  not  to  any  other  person. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Club  shall 
be  a President,  Vice-President,  Secre- 
tary, Treasurer  and  Captain. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence the  Vice-President,  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the 
Board  of  Governors.  If  both  President 
and  Vice-President  be  absent  from  any 
meeting  the  persons  present  may  elect  a 
presiding  officer. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the 
minutes  of  all  meetings.  He  shall  give 
ten  days’  notice  of  any  meeting  of  the 
Club  to  all  Life  and  Resident  members 
thereof.  He  shall  conduct  the  corre- 
spondence of  the  Club,  and  shall  report 
all  nominations  for  membership  to  the 
Board  of  Governors.  He  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  imposed  up- 
on him  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all 
sums  due  to  the  Club  from  its  members. 
In  case  any  member  shall  render  himself 
18 
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liable  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for 
failing  to  pay  any  amount  due  to  the 
Club  (except  the  penalty  of  being  de- 
nied further  credit  on  account  of  such 
failure) , the  Treasurer  shall  immediately 
report  the  fact  to  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ors. He  shall  receive  and  keep  all  funds 
of  the  Club,  and  disburse  the  same  as 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec.  5.  The  decision  of  the  Captain 
as  to  any  question  arising  during  an 
inter-Club  match  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  1.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  one 
hundred  dollars  and  the  yearly  dues  of 
resident  members  shall  be  eighty-five 
dollars,  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  April  in  each  year;  but  payment 
of  half  may  be  deferred  at  the  option  of 
each  member  until  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber of  each  year,  except  such  dues  as 
become  payable  at  the  time  of  admission 
to  membership,  which  latter  dues  shall 
be  abated  by  the  sum  of  seven  dollars 
for  each  month  that  shall  have  elapsed 
from  the  first  day  of  April  next

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Life

preceding  the  time  of  such  admission  to 
membership,  until  the  first  day  of  the 
calendar  month  within  which  such  newly 
elected  member  shall  have  been  notified 
of  his  admission  to  membership.  (See 
note  at  bottom  of  page. ) 

Any  resident  member  who  has  or  shall 
have  attained  the  age  of  forty-five  years 
may  become  a life  member  upon  the 
payment  of  the  fee  of  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Any  amount  paid  toward  annual  dues 
for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  fee 
shall  be  paid  may  be  deducted  there- 
from. Life  members  shall  be  exempted 
from  yearly  dues,  but  shall  retain  in  all 
other  respects  their  status  as  Resident 
members.  The  number  of  life  members 
shall,  however,  be  limited  to  twenty. 

Sec.  2.  Elected  candidates  for  mem- 
bership shall  pay  their  dues  and  en- 
trance fee  within  thirty  days  after  no- 
tice of  their  election  shall  have  been 
mailed  to  them  by  the  Treasurer. 

Note.  Dues  after  April  1, 1913  as  provided  by  this  article. 
Prior  to  that  date  dues  are  $75  per  year. 
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Sec.  1.  If  any  elected  candidate  for  Article  vn 
membership  shall  fail  to  pay  his  dues  and  Penalties, 
entrance  fee  within  thirty  days  after 
notice  of  election  shall  have  been  mailed 
to  him  by  the  Treasurer,  his  election 
shall  be  void. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  fail 
to  pay  an  amount  exceeding  five  dollars 
due  to  the  Club  from  him  (except  yearly 
dues)  for  one  month,  after  notice  of  his 
indebtedness  shall  have  been  mailed  to 
him  by  the  Treasurer,  shall,  upon  the 
facts  being  established  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and 
noted  in  the  minutes  as  so  established, 
cease  to  be  a member. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  having  failed  to 
pay  half  of  his  dues  before  May  1st  and 
the  balance  before  November  1st  shall 
have  his  name  posted  in  the  Club  House 
and  shall  be  notified  of  that  fact  by  the 
Treasurer  by  mail.  Unless  his  dues  shall 
be  paid  within  thirty  days  after  he  shall 
have  been  so  notified,  he  shall,  upon 
the  facts  being  established,  to  the 
21 
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satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
and  noted  on  the  minutes  as  so  estab- 
lished, cease  to  be  a member. 

Sec.  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Club  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wed- 
nesday of  April  in  each  year,  at  such 
hour  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ors shall  determine. 

Sec.  2.  A special  meeting  of  the  Club 
shall  be  called  by  the  President  when- 
ever he  shall  be  duly  requested  so  to  do 
by  ten  members.  Such  request  shall  be 
in  writing,  and  shall  state  the  business 
it  is  proposed  to  transact  at  the  meet- 
ing, and  no  business  shall  be  transacted 
there  except  that  mentioned  in  the  no- 
tice. 

Sec.  3.  Twenty  members  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum  of  any  Club  meeting. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  may  be 
amended  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  at  a Club 
meeting,  provided  that  written  notice 
of  any  proposed  amendment  shall  have 
been  delivered  to  the  Secretary,  by  the 
22 
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person  proposing  the  same  at  least 
twenty  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Sec.  1.  The  term  of  service  of  the  Article  x 
officers  of  the  Club  and  of  the  members 
of  its  Board  of  Governors  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall 
not  be  curtailed  by  such  adoption. 
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Rules 

i. — Meeting  and  Order  of  Business. 

The  Board  of  Governors  shall  meet  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may 
determine.  The  order  of  business  at  all  regular 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows:— 

1.  Reading  of  Minutes. 

2.  Report  of  Secretary. 

3.  Report  of  Treasurer. 

4.  Report  of  Captain. 

5.  Report  of  Committees. 

6.  Elections. 

7.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

2. — Committees. 

The  Board  of  Governors  shall  elect,  upon  the 
nomination  of  the  President  at  its  first  regular  meet- 
ing succeeding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  an 
Executive  Committee  and  a Golf  Committee  to 
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serve  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  The  Board 
of  Governors  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Club,  elect,  in  like  manner,  an  Auditing  Com- 
mittee to  serve  until  its  duties  are  completed. 

3.— Organization  and  Meeting  of 
Committees. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  five 
members;  the  other  committees  of  three  members. 
Members  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  not 
serve  on  any  other  committee.  Each  committee, 
except  the  Auditing  Committee,  shall  report  in 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Governors  at  every  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board.  A majority  of  each  com- 
mittee shall  constitute  a quorum. 

4. — Power  and  Duties  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  pursuant 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  may  es- 
tablish, exercise  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  when 
the  Board  is  not  in  session,  all  powers  of  the  Board 
of  Governors,  the  exercise  of  which  is  not  vested 
exclusively  in  the  Board  of  Governors  by  the  Con- 
stitution. 
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The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of 
all  Club  property;  it  shall  order  the  purchase  of 
all  equipments  and  supplies  for  the  Club,  and  of 
all  prizes  to  be  given  by  the  Club,  and  nothing 
shall  be  purchased,  nor  shall  any  liability  be  in- 
curred unless  such  purchase  or  liability  be  authorized 
by  the  committee,  or  by  the  Board  of  Governors; 
nor  shall  any  bill  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  unless 
it  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. This  committee  shall  control  all  Club 
employees  and  servants;  it  shall  designate  and 
control  the  caddies  to  be  admitted  to  the  Club 
property,  and  fix  the  rate  at  which  they  shall  be 
paid. 

It  shall  regulate  the  prices  to  be  paid  by  mem- 
bers and  guests  for  rooms  and  supplies.  It  shall 
establish  house,  stable  and  caddie  rules,  and  shall 
post  the  same  in  the  Club  House.  It  shall  direct 
the  Treasurer  as  to  the  method  of  keeping  the 
Club’s  accounts,  and  shall  render  a statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  Club  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  com- 
mittee shall  furnish,  also,  at  such  meeting  an  ap- 
proximate estimate  of  the  income  and  expenses  for 
the  balance  of  the  year,  and  no  expenditure  or 
liability  shall  be  incurred  by  this  committee,  unless

sufficient  funds  shall  have  been  appropriated  by 
the  Board. 

5. — Powers  and  Duties  of  Golf  Committee. 

The  Golf  Committee  shall  establish  Rules  of 
Play  and  of  Precedence  to  be  observed  on  the 
links,  and  shall  post  the  same  in  the  Club  House. 
It  shall,  also,  establish  the  scratch  and  bogie  scores 
of  the  links;  it  shall  handicap  all  members,  and 
shall  keep  a list  of  handicaps  and  post  this  list  in 
the  Club  House,  and  shall  revise  it  from  time  to 
time.  The  Golf  Committee  shall  receive  the  score 
cards  handed  in  at  the  Club  Matches,  and  preserve 
a record  of  the  same,  and  shall,  in  its  report  to  the 
Board  of  Governors,  announce  the  winners  of  any 
Club  event. 

The  Golf  Committee  shall  prepare  and  adopt, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
a programme  of  all  Club  fixtures,  and  it  may  arrange, 
also,  subject  to  like  approval,  for  any  Club  events. 

6.— Auditing  Committee. 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasurer,  prior  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing in  each  year.  It  may  employ  an  expert  ac- 
countant to  assist  in  this  work. 
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7.— Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Captain. 

The  Captain  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  appoint  a 1st  and  2nd  Vice- 
Captain,  and  shall,  with  them,  arrange  for  all 
team  matches,  subject  to  like  approval. 

The  Captain  shall  select  the  players  to  represent 
the  Club  in  inter-Club  matches.  In  his  absence, 
the  powers  delegated  him  by  Article  V,  Section  5 
of  the  Constitution  shall  be  exercised  by  some- 
one whom  he  shall  appoint,  either  one  of  the  Vice 
Captains  or  a resident  member  of  the  Club. 

8. — Complaints. 

All  complaints  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  addressed  to  the  committee  having  charge 
of  the  matter  to  which  they  refer. 

9. — Non-Resident  and  Junior  Members. 

Non-resident  members  shall  pay  no  entrance  fee, 
and  their  dues  shall  be  one-third  of  those  of  Resident 
members,  and  not  more  than  fifty  Non-resident 
members  shall  be  admitted. 

Junior  members  shall  pay  no  entrance  fee.  The 
dues  of  Junior  members.  Class  “A”  shall  be  two- 
thirds  of  those  of  Resident  members.  The  dues 
of  Junior  members.  Class  “B,”  shall  be  one-third 
of  those  of  Resident  members. 
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Junior  Class  “A”  members  upon  reaching  the 
age  limit,  thirty  years,  may  become  Resident  mem- 
bers upon  application  to  the  Board  of  Governors, 
payment  of  entrance  fee  and  excess  of  dues  to  the 
end  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Junior  Class  “B”  members,  upon  reaching  their 
majority  may  become  Junior  “A”  members  upon 
application  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  Resident 
members  by  the  additional  payment  of  the  entrance 
fee  and  excess  of  dues  to  the  end  of  the  current 
fiscal  year. 

io. — Guests. 

Any  member  may  introduce  suitable  persons  to 
the  club  house  and  links,  but  no  male  guest  may  be 
introduced  oftener  than  two  days  in  a period  of 
four  weeks.  The  secretary  of  the  club,  with  the 
approval  of  the  executive  committee,  may  at  any 
time  extend  the  privilege  of  the  club  to  persons 
who  are  non-residents  of  the  district  included  with- 
in the  jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan  Golf  Asso- 
ciation for  a period  not  to  exceed  one  month.  A 
charge  of  one  dollar  per  day  shall  be  made  for  each 
person  other  than  a member  of  the  club  playing 
over  the  links.  Members  introducing  guests  shall 
be  responsible  for  this  charge  and  all  other  charges 
incurred  by  them. 
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ii.— Women. 

Women  may  be  introduced  by  members  as 
Guests;  such  introduction  shall  entitle  them  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  House  on  any  day  of  the  week, 
but  they  will  not  be  allowed  upon  the  links  on  Sat- 
urdays, Sundays  or  Holidays. 

12. — Rooms. 

Members  or  guests  desiring  rooms  in  the  Club 
House  shall  apply  to  the  Superintendent.  Rooms 
engaged  by  members  shall  be  paid  for,  whether  oc- 
cupied or  not,  during  the  specified  time. 

13. — Indebtedness. 

The  indebtedness  of  members,  unless  as  other- 
wise provided  for  in  the  Constitution  or  Rules  of 
the  Club,  shall  be  payable  monthly;  and  each 
member  shall  be  notified  by  the  Treasurer  at  the 
beginning  of  each  month  the  amount  of  his  in- 
debtedness, payable  at  that  time.  Any  member 
who  shall  fail  to  pay  any  amount  due  to  the  Club, 
except  as  provided  by  the  Constitution,  before  the 
expiration  of  ten  days  after  having  been  notified 
of  his  indebtedness,  shall  have  his  name  and  the 
amount  of  his  indebtedness  posted  in  the  Club 
House  on  a list  provided  for  that  purpose. 
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14. — Credit. 

The  credit  of  any  member  may  be  suspended  at 
any  time  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

15. — Restrictions  . 

No  member  or  guest  shall  give  any  fee  or  gratuity 
to  a Club  servant,  caddie,  or  professional.  Nor 
shall  any  member  pay  a larger  amount  to  a caddie 
for  his  services  than  the  price  fixed  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

No  dogs,  horses  or  carriages  shall  be  allowed  on 
the  course.  Publications  or  books  belonging  to 
the  Club  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  room  in  which 
they  shall  be  put  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

16.  — Locker  Rents. 

The  rent  for  lockers  (five  dollars),  payable  in 
advance,  is  due  April  1st;  but  after  July  1st  the 
rental  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  month 
from  the  first  of  the  month  in  which  they  are  en- 
gaged until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

1 7. — Emblem,  Color  and  Seal. 

The  emblem  of  the  Club  shall  be  a silver  St. 
Andrew’s  Cross.  The  Club  color  shall  be  azure 
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blue.  The  Club  seal  shall  be  a silver  St.  Andrew’s 
Cross  on  the  azure  field,  surrounded  by  the  words: 
“St.  Andrew’s  Golf  Club.” 

Trap  Shooting. 

Trap  Shooting  is  allowed  during  the  months 
of  December,  January,  February  and  March.
